orized by court order." 


This means that when the 


city clerk issues a marriage 
license, commencing the first of 
the month, that he 
will 
be 


obliged to stamp on the license 
the day and hour it was issued. 
The clergyman or magistrate 
performing the ceremony must 
also endorse the date and liour 
the marriage is solemnized. 


In other words a period of 


72 hours must elapse from the 
time the license is issued until 
the ceremony is performed.

Wins $100,000 Contest 


Ireland, Mother of Croquet 


Ireland appears to have been the 


mother of croquet. A London ivory 
turner has produced evidence from 
the books of his firm, that the firm 
was making croquet sets for export 
solely to Ireland as far back as 1837. 
In the annals o£ the Lonsdale family 
it has been discovered that it was 
the Irish Miss MacNaughton, who 
taught Lord Lonsdale's sporting 
family the game in 1850.

great Haider-Khanah shrine. 
Its 


blue dome is the resort ol thousands 
of pigeons. Close by Exchange 
square is Bagdad's oldest minaret, 
the famous Suk-El-Ghazal mosque, 
built by the Caliphs over 1,000 years 
ago. Iraq museum is an attractive 
building dedicated to Gertrude Bell, 
the so-called uncrowned queen of 
Iraq, because of her loyalty to the 
country. Over the entrance, guard- 
ed by two colossal statues of the 
scribe-god Nabu, once guardian of 
the palaces of Ashir-Nasirpal II, and 
Thalmanesar III at Calah, one en- 
ters an exhibit which is a continu- 
ous history of the Old World, by 
typical examples of life, as lived in 
ancient days.

My own observation of the battle 
areas in Japanese-occupied Hong- 
kew, north of the Shanghai Inter- 
national Settlement, verified today 
that the Chinese defenders have 
fallen hack on a broad front. 


Their main lines 
are pitched 


now well beyond Shanghai Uni- 
versity, on the Shanghai side of 
the Whangpoo river north of tbe 
embattled city. 


Visiting the front lines under 


armed, military escort, I found the 
enemies facing each other across 
a shallow "no man's land" only 
about 150 yards wide. 
But there 


was almost no fighting, 
- The Japanese b l u e j a c k e t s 
seemed 
near 
exhaustion 
after 


more than two weeks of incessant 
battle. 
It was evident that they 


were content merely to hold their 
positions until newly-landed army- 
reinforcements could 
take 
over 


their lines. 


Then, officers said, the Japan-

Old Measurement Units 


as Remodeled by French 


The English units of measurement 


have evolved gradually from the 
Simple standards used by the Eng- 
lish peasants and artisans a thou- 
sand years ago. Prior to the French 
revolution, in fact, the standards of 


^.all nations were based on the rude 


units developed by primitive peo 
pies, writes Dr. Thomas M. Beck in 
the Chicago Tribune. 


In 1790 the French government ap- 


pointed a commission to place the 
weights and measures of France on 
a decimal basis. This step involved 
the discarding of the old units and 
Ihe adoption of new ones. As there 
was nothing sacred about the toise 
and the livre and the rest of the old 
units, the commission could arbi- 
trarily have chosen any stick and 
stone in France to be the new stand' 
ards of length and weight. In ac- 
tual practice, however, it is detlra- 
ble to Have such standards based 
on certain known and indestructible 
quantities, *so that if all yardsticks 
and weights in the land were de- 
stroyed in some catastrophe, they 
could soon he reproduced. 


For the measurement of length 


the commission chose the most in- 
destructible thing available, the 
earth. The unit of length, the meter, 
was defined as one ten-millionth of 
the distance from the equator to the 
north pole along the meridian pass- 
ing through Paris. Ten meters were 
defined as a decameter, 100 meters 
at a hectometer, and 1,000 meters 
«* a kilometer. 
Among the sub- 


multiples, a meter was defined as 
10 decimeters, 100 centimeters, and 
1,000 milimeters. The new units of 
J*ta and volume were the squares 
•fed cubei of these lengths.

Oriental poets used to say that 


pearl? grew from dew-drops swal- 
lowed by the oysters. Actual fact 
proves that only unhealthy oysters 
produce pearls; essentially those 
with crumpled shells, writes Edward 
Samuel in the Illustrated Weekly of 
India. The growth is the result of 
grit, sand grains or splinters being 
driven into the mantle or flap of skin 
in the oyster. The foreign substanpe 
becomes coated with mother'-of- 


The pearling industry it a double- 


headed one, pearls and shells—with 
sholi as the main ifern and pearls as 
subsidiary. Tho"first shell in Aus- 
tralia was gathered by natives at 
low tide, and when this supply was 
exhausted, they waded and dived for 
it. Still later, they dived from boats 
in two or three fathoms of water, 
and early profits were enormous.
